Attached is the daily report you asked to be pro- 
vided on the status of activities related to the situa- 
tion in Cambodia. 
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I. A brief summary of US/RVNAF military operations in 
Cambodia is as follows: 


a. Ground Operations 


(1) In Operation Toan Thang 72 (Parrot's Beak), 

ARVN units found one major cache 10 KM north of Krek 
consisting of five AK-47 rifles and an estimated five 
tons of ammunition which was destroyed in place. Also 
discovered were 26 enemy soldiers killed. ARVN search 
and reconnaissance operations resulted in 3 enemy soldiers 
killed, 1 ARVN soldier killed and 5 wounded. 


(2) In operation Cuu Long 9/8 (Base Areas 704 and 
708) one contact was reported resulting in one enemy 
soldier killed. There were no ARVN casualties.
